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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants continue to argue the use of their 
claimed device being different from the use of the Williams' device. As stated previously, the patentability of apparatus claims is 
dependent upon the structure of the apparatus and not its use. Applicants also assert that the cap (102) of Williams is not equivalent to 
their semipermeable membrane. The Examiner disagrees because Williams teaches that the cap allows the inflow of gases to be tested 
While the reference does not explicitly state that liquids are not allowed in, such would have to be the case because if liquids were to be 
allowed to flow in, then the results of the gas testing would always be obscurred by the presence of liquids in the sample. Lastly, 
Applicants argue that a series of sensors is not taught. As stated previously, a series of sensors would have been obvious to allow 
multiple samples to be tested simultaneously and provide results which are more accurate .
